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1. This Office action is in response to papers filed 10 July 2003, 3 November 2003, and 8 
December 2003, which papers have been placed of record in the file. 

2. Claims 1-25 are allowed over the prior art of record. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1,11, and 18 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references 
taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a method of self writing track 
locations of a disk in a disk drive and a hard disk drive having servo burst correction comprising 
calculating repeatable runout correction values for the first servo bursts, self writing second 
bursts along the track such that the first and second bursts define the track centerline, and 
positioning the second bursts using said correction values to compensate for runout in the first 
bursts and reduce overall track runout, as presented in the environment of claims 1,11, and 18. 
It is noted that the closest prior art, Szita et al., shows a method of reducing self writing track 
RRO error values for each servo burst similar to the claimed invention. However, Szita et al. 
fails to disclose positioning the second bursts using said correction values to compensate for 
runout in the first bursts as claimed.
